Moving aside 

Steve Moore retiring from Extension after 40 years

After a lifetime in agriculture and 
a 40-year career making farm visits 
and presenting field days, Extension 
Agent Steve Moore will retire Feb. 3, 
completing four decades of service to 
Henry County. 

Moore grew up on a farm in 
Danville, where he helped raise beef 
cattle and tobacco. 

He remembers putting up a lot of 
hay and chopping a lot of thistle in the 
pasture as a kid. 

The family had both a Guernsey and 
a Jersey dairy cow. 

cc Our deal was dad milked in the 
morning and I milked at night until 
later in high school when dad had 
to do both times because he allowed 
me to play sports. Those were good 
times,” Moore said. “That farm¬ 
ing community that I was associated 
with, I always noticed that my parents 
worked very closely with the county 
agent and home economics agent there 
and supported my sister and I in 4-H 
activities and my last 4-H agent was 



one of the reasons that I went to UK. 

“I think I always figured I was going 
to go into agriculture. I didn’t know if 
I’d be a farmer, or an Extension agent, 
or a veterinarian, but organic chemistry 


convinced me that I should not be a 
veterinarian.” 

David Sparrow, the 4-H agent in 
Boyle County at the time, inspired 
Moore. The agent loaded Moore and 
other vocational agricultural students 
into his car and introduced them 
around at the University of Kentucky 
College of Agriculture. 

There was never really much doubt 
of which college Moore would attend, 
he added. He remembers listening to 
UK football games on a little AM radio 
as they worked in the stripping room 
during the tobacco harvest through 
November and December. 

His mentor, Sparrow, had this cha¬ 
risma, and ag agents had the ability 
to stand up in front of huge crowds, 
be comfortable speaking and hold the 
group’s attention. Moore wanted to 
emulate that. 

“That’s the kind of people I based 
my vision of Extension on. I think we 
had wonderful role models to actually 
become an Extension agent, and when

Gov. Steve Beshear touted 2014 as 
the year Kentucky recovered from the 
Great Recession, but growth remained 
concentrated in the state’s two big¬ 
gest cities while rural areas like Henry 
County lagged behind. 

Looking back at last year, Beshear 
issued an upbeat message about the 
state of Kentucky’s economy. He cited 
the commonwealth’s unemployment 
rate falling to 6 percent for November, 
the lowest rate in more than six years, 
down from the high of 10.7 percent in 
the depths of the recession. 

For three straight months, from 
August to October, unemployment fell 
from the prior year’s numbers in all 
120 counties Beshear noted. 

“According to the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Philadelphia - which mea¬ 
sures wages, unemployment rates 
and payrolls - Kentucky’s economic 
activity reached an all-time high back 
in June,” Beshear said. “Based on 
this index, these economists said that 
Kentucky had not only recovered but 
also had exceeded the state’s eco¬ 
nomic losses suffered during the Great 
Recession.” 

Another sign of strength, Beshear 
said, comes from 350 announcements 
of new businesses locating or expand¬ 
ing in Kentucky, projected to create 
15,000 jobs and $3.7 billion in new 
investment. 

The Kentucky Chamber also took 
a look back at the U.S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics employment and 
wage data from June 2009, the single 
worst month in the recession, to June 
2014. Paul Coomes, the chamber’s 
senior consulting economist and 
Emeritus Professor of Economics at 
the University of Louisville, compiled 
the findings. 

“Kentucky as a whole added jobs 
(5.6 percent) at a slower clip than the 
U.S. (6.3 percent),” the report said. 
“Kentucky has added manufacturing 
jobs at over twice the rate seen nation¬ 
ally. And manufacturing average pay 
in Kentucky has grown faster than the 
U.S. or any border state.” 

The Louisville, Lexington and

New Year's Eve fire destroys Lockport home

A Lockport couple was 
left homeless following a 
house fire on New Year’s 
Eve. 

On the afternoon of 
Dec. 31, the Kentucky 
River Fire Department 
responded to a report 
of a home on fire on 
Bethlehem Road. When 
Fire Chief Bill Reardon 
arrived on scene, the 
structure was already 
being consumed by fire. 

“There were flames 


shooting out of the 
back when I got here,” 
Reardon told other fire¬ 
fighters on the scene. 

After some tense on¬ 
scene research, it was 
determined no one was 
in the mobile home at 
the time, but three dogs 
were killed in the fire. 

Although the family 
used a wood-burning 
stove to heat their home, 
Reardon does not believe 
that was the source of 
the fire. 

“The cause of the fire 
is still undetermined at 
this time,” Reardon said. 


“But we did locate the 
point of origin.” 

Reardon said that he 
and a state fire marshal 
agreed the fire started at 
one end of the home in 
an addition that housed 
the washer and dryer. 

The couple, who was 
visiting family in another 
part of the state on the 
day of the fire, are tem¬ 
porarily staying with 
those family members, 
Reardon said.

Bowling Green- 
Hopkinsville regions had 
the highest growth rates 
in total jobs, surpass¬ 
ing the national aver¬ 
age, the study found. 

The Louisville and the 
Northern Kentucky areas 
led the way in growth of 
manufacturing jobs. 

Almost half of the job 
growth occurred around 
Louisville and Lexington 
with many rural coun¬ 
ties seeing flat, if not 
declining, employment, 
Coomes added. 

“Forty-five percent 
of job growth statewide 
occurred in just two 
counties — Jefferson and 
Fayette,”according to the 
report. “Ten counties 
accounted for 86 percent 
of statewide growth.” 

At the same time, 50 
rural counties saw net 
jobs lost over the five 
years represented in the 
study. 

For Henry County, the 
report shows the total 
employment from June 
2009 at 3,010 declined 
to 2,722 by June 2014, a 
drop of 9.6 percent. 

The Kentucky 


Chamber report tracks 
only nonfarm jobs on 
a place of work basis, 
Coomes said in a mes¬ 
sage. 

“Unemployment is a 
C place of residence’ con¬ 
cept (and is very poorly 
measured - the data for 
2014 are basically sta¬ 
tistical noise for Henry 
County),” he noted. “So, 
it is quite possible that 
jobs in the county are 
declining, but the num¬ 
ber of employed people 
in the county is rising 
- due to commuting out¬ 
side the county to work.” 

So, will 2015 be the 
year that Henry County 
joins the more metro¬ 
politan areas of Kentucky 
and shares in the job 
growth? 

There is interest in 
Henry County, accord¬ 
ing to Judge-Executive 
John Logan Brent. He 
handled several inquiries 
in the past year. 

“These inquiries 
resulted in one new 
business that is for sure 
coming, that is Trackside 
Butchery, and a couple of 
others that I am optimis¬ 
tic about,” he said in an 
email. “As far as activity 
that involved my office, 
we had more interest in 
2014 than we did in the 


last several years com¬ 
bined. I see growth in 
the commercial sector in 
the years to come in our 
county. 

“I think retail growth 
will be tough,” Brent 
added. “Carrollton, 
LaGrange, Shelbyville 
and Frankfort are all 
positioned at the corners 
of our county and peo¬ 
ple’s traffic patterns are 
all pretty set.” 

Meanwhile, Beshear 
acknowledged that not 
all counties enjoyed 
growth in 2014. Recent 
state policy decisions are 
an attempt to continue 
to foster more growth, 
including new academic 
standards, increased 
career and college readi¬ 
ness, apprentice programs 
and more career and 
technical education pro¬ 
grams. 

“Recognizing that 
recovery continues to lag 
in some areas, and that 
not every Kentuckian 
who needs a job has one 
one, we continue to act 
aggressively to recruit 
investment and jobs,” 
Beshear said in his end- 
of-year message. “I’ve 
said it time and again: 
Our goal is not just to 
survive but to thrive.”

The Kentucky State 
Police initiated the 
"Cram the Cruiser" pro¬ 
gram in 2010 to assist 
needy families in the 
local post and regional 
areas. Since that 
time, the agency has 
contributed more than 
500,000 pounds of food 
to shelters, food banks 
and churches across the 
Commonwealth. This 
year, Eminence Fire and 
Rescue and Eminence 
Baptist Church both con¬ 
tributed a substantial 
amount of non-perish¬ 
able food to the cam¬ 
paign. These items were 
donated to the Henry 
County Help Center 
in Eminence. All food 
donations were made 
voluntarily and will be 
used to benefit citizens 
of Henry County. 


With the unemployment rate for Henry County 
dropping a half of a percentage point in November 
over the year prior, the local figures followed the 
trend that most of the rest of Kentucky enjoyed in 
more people finding work, according to the state 
Office of Employment and Training. 

Only one county didn’t show falling unemployment 
in the monthly year-over-year comparison released by 
the state. 

Kentucky’s seasonally adjusted preliminary unem¬ 
ployment rate dropped to its lowest rate in more 
than six years in November 2014 at 6 percent from 
a revised 6.2 percent in October 2014, according to 
state officials. This is the lowest rate for the state since 
April 2008 when it was 5.9 percent. 

The preliminary November 2014 jobless rate was 
2.1 percentage points below the 8.1 percent rate 
recorded for the state in November 2013. 

The statistics show in November 2014, out of a 
Henry County workforce of 7,206, about 6,844 of 
those have jobs while 362 people are still looking for 
work, according to the Office of Employment and 
Training. That puts the unemployment rate for Henry 
County in November at 5 percent, as compared to 
5.5 percent from a year ago, according to the state’s 
figures. 

Boone and Woodford counties recorded the low¬ 
est jobless rates in the Commonwealth at 4.5 percent 
each. It was followed by Madison and Owen coun¬ 
ties, 4.7 percent each; and Daviess, Fayette, Franklin, 
Jessamine, Oldham, Scott, Simpson and Warren coun¬ 
ties, 4.8 percent each. 

Jackson County recorded the state’s highest unem¬ 
ployment rate - 12.3 percent. It was followed by 
Magoffin County, 11.6 percent; Letcher County, 

11.2 percent; Harlan County, 10.9 percent; Russell 
County, 10.5 percent; Leslie County, 10.3 percent; 
Knott County, 9.7 percent; Bell County, 9.5 percent; 
McCreary County, 9.4 percent; and Clay County, 9.3 
percent. 

Kentucky recently experienced a three-month run 
during which unemployment fell in all 120 counties in 
the state. 

“The labor market has improved markedly in 2014. 
The 6 percent unemployment rate is the lowest in 
over six and a half years,” state economist Manoj 
Shanker said. 

“The 2.1 percentage point drop in November from 
a year ago was last seen over 30 years ago. To put 
that in perspective: the last time such a steep drop 
occurred was when Ronald Reagan was a month away 
from winning his second term in office and ‘The 
Terminator’ was just released.” 

The U.S. seasonally adjusted jobless rate for 
November remained unchanged from the previ¬ 
ous month at 5.8 percent, according to the U.S. 
Department of Labor.

a position became avail¬ 
able when I was looking 
as a senior in college so 
I applied,” Moore said. 
“Henry County 4-H 
just happened to have a 
vacancy at the time.” 

Moore had never 
been to Henry County 
before, but it had a simi¬ 
lar agricultural base to 
what he grew up with. 
Also, Henry County 
enjoyed a well-established 
Extension program. 

“I was real fortunate 
to be placed in a county 
with an agriculture agent 
like James Prewitt and to 
follow a 4-H agent like 
Katie Sue Yount, because 
people trusted them and 
trusted the program and 
that gave a new young 
agent a chance to figure 
out how to work in the 
4-H program.” 

He found work¬ 
ing with the youth in 
4-H a really rewarding 
experience. Moore feels 
humbled by the trust 
parents gave him in let¬ 
ting a young 4-H agent 
drive the bus and take 
the kids on trips to Lake 
Cumberland, camp and 
livestock judging over 
nine years. 

During his time with 
4-H, Moore met a cer¬ 
tain standout member in 
Shelby County named 
Cindy, who would 
become his wife. 

Prewitt, Moore’s pre¬ 
decessor as ag agent, 
served as a great mentor 
— he was a great agrono¬ 
mist, a great people per¬ 
son and well respected, 
Moore said. He followed 
in Prewitt’s footsteps by 
transferring into the ag 
agent position in 1983 
after Prewitt retired. 

“Some of my great¬ 
est memories are of 
farm visits,” Moore said. 
“Getting in somebody’s 
pickup and them taking 
me around their farm 
and showing me things. 

I always felt that was 
quite an honor that was 
given to the person that 
was named the county 
agent.” 

Agriculture — tobacco, 
particularly — has gone 
through tremendous 
changes over the years, 
but Henry County has 
produced several impor¬ 
tant leaders in tobacco, 
dairy and beef cattle who 
helped to make those 
transitions. 

Moore feels good 
about the role Henry 
County played in state¬ 
wide agriculture deci¬ 
sions. 

“I’m proud also of the 


Henry County role in the 
development of funding 
programs that came to us 
as a result of House Bill 
611 in the year 2000,” 
he said. “Much of the 
work we did here actu¬ 
ally modeled the current 
program that all the 
state uses, the County 
Agriculture Investment 
Program.” 

Getting these grants 
to farmers for cattle han¬ 
dling facilities, to name 
one example, would 
allow farmers to focus on 
management techniques 
to get better results. 

The ultimate goal of the 
grants involved enhanc¬ 
ing farm production 
other than tobacco, so 
farms could end up with 
better genetics, forage 
improvement, diversifica¬ 
tion, healthier herds and 
higher profits on live¬ 
stock. 

“We’re light years 
ahead of where we were 
because of House Bill 
611 and the tobacco set¬ 
tlement money,” he said. 

Availability of agricul¬ 
tural development funds 
helped ease the transi¬ 
tion away from tobacco, 
after the buyout came, 
he said. About half of the 
agricultural activities in 
Henry County centered 
around tobacco. Now, 
it’s probably dropped to 
a quarter. 

Moore also feels proud 
of the organization 
of the Henry County 
Cattlemen’s Association, 
which provided a tre¬ 
mendous amount of 
education and leadership 
development over the 
years, he said. 

“It’s been a pleasure 
to work with local gov¬ 
ernment officials who 
understand agriculture is 
a major economic engine 
for Henry County,” 
Moore said. “This kind 
of cooperation benefits 
Henry County and its 
citizens.” 

He pointed to the 
cooperation among 


many different parties 
to bring the Trackside 
Butcher Shoppe to 
fruition as an example. As 
Gov. Steve Beshear said 
at Trackside’s ground 
breaking, this business 
will be a boon to all 
those farmers who will 
no longer have to take 
their livestock out of state 
for processing, and as a 
result, the money kept in 
Kentucky will continue 
to build the agricultural 
economy here. 

“This project should 
improve our livestock 
marketing opportunities 
for all the foreseeable 
future,” Moore said. 

One of his last duties 
will involve an open 
house for the addition 
to the Henry County 
Extension Service offices, 
which will offer even 
more opportunities for 
the community to come 
in for educational pro¬ 
grams and use the facili¬ 
ties for meetings, Moore 
said. 

Retiring at 62, Moore 
plans to remain in the 
community and remain 
active. He will work 
on his hobby cars and 
machinery, golf, snow 
skiing, biking and jog¬ 
ging. He and Cindy plan 
to travel, as well. 

“I just feel like the job 
deserves high energy,” 
Moore said. “I hope that 
my replacement, he or 
she, will have that drive 
to become a part of 
the community and the 
extension service.” 

He will miss working 
with agents Maryellen 
Garrison and Cathy 
Toole and secretary Kelly 
Docktor every day. 

“I’m a member of a 
family here, hate to just 
leave the family,” he said. 
“This is a good crew 
here, and I’ll put this 
crew up against any in 
the state. We are good 
partly because we’ve been 
around a while, we like 
each other and we help 
each other.”

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Feeding feathered mends without much nap 


Despite the gray 
veil of winter having 
descended on my new 
Kentucky home, a 
congregation of rob¬ 
ins alit on every tree 
branch and went on 
thoroughly patrolling 
my neighborhood. 

It came as a surprise 
to see the original 
snowbirds raking the 
area in the dead of 
December, but here 
they were, hopping 
and scouring through 
suburbia in many hun¬ 
dreds with their most 
recognizable feature, 
their reddish orange 
feathers puffed out, 
making them easy to 
identify. 

As I walked my dog, 
we bothered the birds 
little as they focused 
all their attention on 
getting sustenance. 

It became clear those 
covering the ground 
were merely biding 
their time until they 
could land in the 
neighborhood maples 
and beeches and other 
trees, to strip them 
of any food they may 
bear. 

When they weren’t 
driving out their fel¬ 
low feathered friends,

the robins may have 
been considering their 
options among the 
sparsely vegetated sub¬ 
division. 

Though relatively 
full of mature trees for 
a residential area, the 
neighborhood holds 
little compared to the 
forests of yore. Only 
what people find use¬ 
ful for casting shade 
and softening the 
sharp edges of our 
homes, since we no 
longer have to depend 
on arbors for fruit 
to enjoy a calorically 
packed diet, if not 
necessarily a healthy 
one. 

The most popular 
tree for the robins 
seemed to be the 
American hollies, with 
their evergreen and 
pointy leafs and red 
berries, I noticed. 


Dozens of birds disap¬ 
peared into the foliage 
and vigorously grasped 
at the small fruit with 
their beaks, flapping 
and straining to get a 
bite to eat. 

Underneath the 
branches of all sorts 
of trees remained the 
leavings of the flock’s 
early winter feasting. 

This may serve as 
the best example of a 
trend that has taken 
flight with many 
friends of wildlife in 
recent years, such as 
University of Delaware 
Professor and Bringing 
Nature Nome author 
Doug Tallamy. 

I originally started 
giving out seeds to 
attract the same kinds 
of birds that my fam¬ 
ily would see and 
hear on our miles- 
long nature walks in 
the heart of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains — 
goldfinches, cardinals, 
chickadees, woodpeck¬ 
ers, nuthatches and 
more. 

Later, instead of fill¬ 
ing metal and plastic 
bird feeders with sun¬ 
flower seeds in winter 
months, I learned bird 
proponents encourage 


property owners to 
plant living sunflowers 
around their yards, so 
the birds as well as the 
bees, can derive maxi¬ 
mum benefits from 
the availability of food 
they evolved to eat, in 
the way they evolved 
to eat it. 

Estimates put the 
largess made avail¬ 
able by the 50 million 
bird enthusiasts in 
the United States at 
as much as a billion 
pounds, with about $3 
billion spent on seeds 
alone and another 
$800 million on feed¬ 
ers, baths, houses and 
other accessories. 

If they do any land¬ 
scaping, however small 
their planting beds are, 
many people already 
feel attracted to flower 
species that will feed 
the birds for the dura¬ 
tion that their seeds 
will last. 

The aforementioned 
black oil sunflower 
seeds will make a well 
received repast for 
many different bird 
species, such as gold¬ 
finches, chickadee, 
nuthatches, jays and 
cardinals, for example, 
“Birds and Blooms” 


magazine says. 

Many fans of pro¬ 
duce already use 
sunflowers in their 
gardens, so that’s not 
much of a stretch. 

Commercially popu¬ 
lar purple coneflower, 
black-eyed susan and 
bright red bee balm 
can provide natural 
bird food. While some 
may advocate simply 
leaving the flowers 
standing where they 
grew, the birds may 
not cooperate in pac¬ 
ing themselves. Some 
experts like author 
Sally Roth advise cut¬ 
ting the flowers off at 
the appropriate time 
and storing them for 
later use as an all-natu¬ 
ral feeder. 

Growers could har¬ 
vest the flowers and 
seeds in order to get 
their visitors through 
to spring. 

When it comes to 
shrubs, birds will likely 
face competition with 
people for the deli¬ 
cious berries that grow 
on blackberry stickers, 
blueberries, elderber¬ 
ries and raspberries. 

Landscape architects 
continue to draw from 
the wild to bring new 


products to their cli¬ 
ents. Washington haw¬ 
thorns are small trees 
that can provide places 
to nest plus berry spe¬ 
cies like cedar wax- 
wings will flock to. 

For those with the 
budget to feed the 
birds, by reallocating 
those funds to some 
well thought-out land¬ 
scaping could feed 
the birds year-round 
as well as sustain our 
incredibly important 
agricultural partners, 
the bees. 

Nothing says that 
it’s wrong to put out 
bird feeders in the 
winter, but humans 
can reap benefits from 
installing these seed 
and berry producing 
plants in their gardens 
and landscapes, too. 
Beyond the occa¬ 
sional snack, getting 
outdoors and taking 
in the fresh air while 
working in the yard 
can provide exercise 
and pleasing surround¬ 
ings. 

I would think tens 
of millions of people 
who take their time, 
energy and resources 
to feed wildlife would 
flock to this idea.

Once Dr. Tom Jerry 
Smith told me, “Keep on 
writing!” He knew I was 
excited to write about 
bits and pieces about 
Drennon Springs. 

When some teenag¬ 
ers at Drennon Springs 
decided how fun time 
begins, we chose to have 
some hilarious fun. It 
was snowing, in all prob¬ 
ability about three inches 
had fallen. It was enough 
to go sleigh riding. 

We were ready to go 
for a gigantic one-horse, 
or rather one-mule, 
sleigh ride on a two- 
horse sled we had. 

The first thing we had 
to do was to capture Ole 
Jack, our most devoted 
mule. Then, I had to put 
the harness on him. 

He was a challenging 
character, but he under¬ 
stood my techniques. 

I often had the privi¬ 
lege of walking behind 
the plow that Ole Jack 
pulled in plowing tobac¬ 
co. I never did have to 
tell him gee or haw, as 
we went down the rows, 
because Ole Jack knew 
exacdy what was required 
of him. I just held the 
lines to the handles of 
the plow. 

Now, it was time to 
hitch him to the sled. 

This was a two-horse 
sled, but we only had 
one mule. 

We hooked all the 
chains up to the sled. We 
jumped up on the sled. 
We were off and ready 
to go on this big sleigh 
ride of our life, very 
dependent on the actions 
of this mighty mule, Ole 
Jack. I was the driver, 
standing up and holding 
onto the reins. 

What fun we were 
having as we traveled on 
the homestead farm for 
a merry E-I-O cold sled 
ride in the deep valley. 

We laughed and 
laughed as we went up, 
over and around the 
different snow-covered 
fields. Then, we started 
going downhill toward 
the bottomland by 
Drennon Creek. 

We were going faster 
and faster! Oh, no! 

There was no way to 
slow the sled down or to 
hold Ole Jack back. 

We just went with the 
flow he determined in 
each step he took, with 
the sled hitting his hocks 
on both back legs. But 
Ole Jack just kept right 
on going. Whee! 

What a time we were 
having. Once in a while, 
Ole Jack looked back at 
us as if to say, “I’m hav¬ 
ing a good time, too!” 

He never once let out a 
“EEE-Haw!” Not a luck 
to show his back legs 
were hurting. 

A mule was often cast 
as a dumb, stubborn ani¬ 
mal. That’s not true of 
Ole Jack, because he had 
a keen intellect and was a 
brilliant animal. 

Now, it’s off to the 
barn and, at last, to 
unhitch the chains from 
the sled, and to take the 
harness off, and hang it 
in the harness room of 
the barn. 

This was an old feed 
barn with a large log 
pen built inside the side 
entrance by the road, 
located at the foot of 
Lick Hill. 

So, never underesti¬ 
mate what a group of 
young people will decide 
for fimtime. 

In another amazing 
journey about the high 
backwater of Drennon 
Creek, we, the young 
people in our group 
wanted to do a good 
deed to check on an aged 
lady, Jessie Cravens, in 
our neighborhood. She 
lived alone and was close 
to the high water of the 
creek. 

Luther Williams had 


a big motorboat. He 
agreed to help us if we 
would be at our very best 
behavior on the boat, 
because none of us could 
swim. 

He lived with his wife 
and two children at 
the big house with her 
parents, the Hardin’s 
Poorhouse farm. It was 
located in front of the 
grocery, which everyone 
called “the Lick.” 

The motorboat was 
moored in a spot nearby 
to the grocery, tied to a 
tree, at the edge of the 
water. 

The high backwater 
was spread out over the 
road in several places. 

It was in the park back 
of the grocery store and 
below a row of mailboxes 
lined up on a plank 
between two posts. This 
was located beside the 
road in front of the two 
poorhouses at Drennon 
Springs. 

We climbed into the 
motorboat, which was 
ready to take off on our 
trip. We had to go to the 
right and down the creek 
to get to Mrs. Cravens’ 
house. The creek was 
nearby, but her house 
was built on the side of 
the hill above the water. 

She wasn’t worried 
about the water and told 
us that she didn’t need 
anything. She was always 
prepared for situations 
such as this. 


She told us she was 
grateful for our con¬ 
cerns and thanked us for 
thinking of her. We were 
not too far from the 
Horseshoe Bend in the 
Drennon Creek. 

A bit farther below 
the bridge is where the 
Drennon Creek emp¬ 
ties into the Kentucky 
River. This is where the 
famous Drennon Springs 
Landing is located by the 
Reception House at the 
top of the steps leading 
from the water’s edge up 
to the road in front of 
the house. 

The steamboats 
brought tourists to visit 
and stay at the once 
famous Drennon Springs 
Hotel and Spa Resort. 

The resort had a small 
boat they used to accom¬ 
modate their guests on 
the way up the creek to 
its quarters. 

If the steamboat 
arrived late in the night, 
they would stay at the 
Reception house. They 
would roll the carpet 
back and dance the night 
away until dawn came. 

The captain of the 
steamboat took orders 
from the merchants at 
the landings along the 
river. Then, they made 
deliveries on the next 
trip. 

The grocery stores 
shipped the eggs and 
cream, which the local 
folks would exchange for 


the staples they needed 
during the year. 

The tourists came to 
the hotel and spa resort 
for the miraculous heal¬ 
ing of the sulphur springs 
mineral water of the 
Blue, Black and White. 
They spewed forth from 
the depths of the land at 
Drennon Springs. 

Today, the springs 
still flow freely for all to 
see that they still have a 
forceful gravity of their 
own. Nothing will erase 
the part they have in 
Henry County history. 

As a part of the 
Drennon Christian 
Church youth program 
on Oct. 25, titled “From 
Seeds to Harvest,” there 
was an outdoor activity 
and I was asked to go 
along on the wagon ride 
and point out some his¬ 
tory of the past around 
the area. For history says, 
“without a past, we can 
have no future.” 

We visited the once 
famous Blue Sulphur 
Mineral Spring Well 
that is still in its locale. 
This mineral water 
won national fame for 
Drennon springs. When 
it was shipped to New 
Orleans and won the 
World’s Fair Exhibition 
at the Exchange in the 
French Quarter. 

Today, it still has its 
blue color and that aro¬ 
matic smell has never left 
the spot from where it 


has held throughout all 
these years of recorded 
history. 

The Salt Spring was 
cut deep across the field 
in the bottomland area 
where General George 
Rogers Clark owned and 
the Legislature ordered 
him to build a fort 
around it to protect the 
land surveyors and the 
salt workers, because the 
Army needed salt to pre¬ 
serve the meat supply for 
the soldiers. 

The 1912 bridge was 
imploded and they built 
the new bridge over the 
Salt Springs area in 1995. 

The Salt Springs spews 
forth down the creek 
bank. We saw it the 
last two years spewing 
beneath and around one 
of the pillars on the far 
side of the new bridge. 
That is located about 
75 feet from the Blue 
Mineral Spring. 

The Black Mineral 
Spring is still spewing 
forth close beside the 
road 202, below the road 
1606, at the entrance to 
the 1995 bridge. 

There is no wonder 
how the rider could 
hardly hold the horse 
back after a long ride 
from Eminence to 
Drennon Springs. The 
horse would drink 
and drink at this Black 
Mineral Spring. Oh, how 
it liked the flavor. 

The miraculous spirit 


rests in the Mineral 
Springs water and its 
healing powers were 
introduced to Henry 
County’s 50 doctors. 

We saw how the 
mighty sycamore tree is 
a picture of beauty with 
its size, when it sheds its 
leaves and portrays the 
striking white bark to 
reveal all those twisted 
limbs. They reach out 
and upward to show 
forth how long it has 
stood along the banks of 
the Drennon Creek. 

As kids we would pick 
the round seedpods, 
which had long stems to 
use as a Christmas orna¬ 
ment for our tree, we 
would wrap them with 
colorful foil. We would 
get from the market 
man, Mr. Wheeler. 

We would give an 
egg and in return he 
would fill our hand full 
of candy, which was 
wrapped in colorful foil 
that we saved to wrap 
around the sycamore 
balls. We strung popcorn 
to wrap around the cedar 
tree we chopped down 
for our Christmas tree. 

Our youth of today 
are no different than we 
were - always eager to 
learn their way in knowl¬ 
edge and with under¬ 
standing. 

As time passes us by, 
the memories linger still 
in our hearts.

Each year, almost half 
of Americans develop 
New Year’s resolutions to 
improve different aspects 
of their lives. Often these 
resolutions involve health 
and personal finances. 

Specific examples 
include saving money, 
reducing debt, losing 
weight, quitting smoking 
and increased physical 
activity. 

According to a study 
published in the Journal 
of Clinical Psychology , the 
top five New Year’s reso¬ 
lutions for 2014 were: 

1. lose weight, 2. get 
organized, 3. spend less, 
save more, 4. enjoy life 
to the fullest, and 5. stay 
fit and healthy. Three of 
these top five resolutions 
(#1, #3, and #5) directly 
involve health and per¬ 
sonal finances while the 
other two (#2 and #4) 


are indirectly related 
(e.g., organized people 
are likely to keep their 
finances on track and 
healthy and financially 
secure people are able to 
live life to the fullest). 

To help Americans 
develop health and 
financial New Year’s 
resolutions, Rutgers 
Cooperative Extension 
has a free online self- 
assessment tool called 
the Personal Health and 
Finance Quiz. 

The quiz is available 
online at no charge at 


http ://nj aes .rutgers. edu/ 
money/health-finance- 
quiz/ and is believed 
to be among the first 
surveys for public use 
to simultaneously query 
users about their daily 
health and personal 
finance practices. 

Some examples of daily 
behaviors include eating 
breakfast, getting at least 
seven hours of sleep per 
night, avoiding sugar- 
sweetened beverages, fol¬ 
lowing a budget, owing 
less than 20 percent of 
monthly take-home pay 


on consumer debt pay¬ 
ments, and maintaining 
an adequate emergency 
fund. 

The Personal Health 
and Finance Quiz is part 
of Small Steps to Health 
and Wealth™ a national 
Cooperative Extension 
program developed to 
motivate Americans to 
take action to simulta¬ 
neously improve their 
health and personal 
finances. 

It was built around 
a framework of 25 
research-based behavior 
change strategies and 
has won several national 
awards for its creativity 
and impact. 

People who complete 
the Personal Health and 
Finance Quiz receive 
a score for each sec¬ 
tion of the quiz (i.e., 
a health score and a 


finance score), a total 
score online resources 
for improved health and 
financial management. 

Providing quiz users 
with personalized feed¬ 
back on their daily health 
and financial practices 
was an important rea¬ 
son for developing the 
quiz, notes Dr. Barbara 
O’Neill, Extension 
Specialist in Financial 
Resource Management 
for Rutgers Cooperative 
Extension.
